When Mcr 
Bennett came into power, the resolu¬ 
tion was disregarded and titles were 
restored and we heard no objection 
raised against any of the awards con¬ 
ferred, though many uttered the falla¬ 
cious theory that such things are not 
indigenous to the soil of this free and. 
independent - democracy. We have 
pointed out, time after time, that the 
existence of so many fraternal organ¬ 
izations with their titles and decora¬ 
tions does not carry out the theory 
that the granting of titles is foreign to 
the genius of our democracy. However. 
Mr. King held otherwise and when he 
came back to power they were discon¬ 
tinued. But, although the King of 
Great Britain is told we want no titles 
here, other potentates are not so cir¬ 
cumscribed. Only the other (^»y, the 
Pope conferred knighthood on*a Can¬ 
adian Senator and a Canadian Judge, 
besides distributing other titles of hon¬ 
or and distinction.

A^critical analysis of government 
taxation systems might lead one to the 
conclusion that certain classes of citi¬ 
zens and industries should be treated 
as economic foreigners. 

Take, for example, the automobile 
owner and the oil industry. They are 
to some extent in the same class as a 
visiting artist who takes money out of 
the country for some intangible bene¬ 
fits. For this reason, and because yes¬ 
terday the automobile was a luxury, 
its owner is treated like a stray cur. 

That a large fraction of government 
costs shduld be imposed through stiff 
license fees and high gasoline taxes, 
on this one means of getting about, is 
a striking example of the irrationality 
of our tax system. For the .dollar the 
motorist pays in the western provinces 
the governments are spending only a 
little more than 20 cents on roads. 
Through the two forms of levy men¬ 
tioned, motorists have paid twice for 
every foot of road that has been built 
in Canada. And as if this were not 
enough, they are still being pillaged 
simply because they are easy prey for 
the tax-gatherer.

John D. Rockefeller one of the rich¬ 
est men in the world, died in Florida 
on May 24. The Rockefeller fortune 
was built on Standard Oil. As a boy 
of 16 he tramped the streets of Cleve¬ 
land for weeks looking for a job. 

His great philanthropies have kept 
him in prominence in recent years, ov¬ 
er $500,000,000 being distributed in 
carefully selected charities, mainly in 
connection with education and health. 
This district has shared in the bene¬ 
fits of Rockefeller charities, through 
the institution of the Foothills Health 
Unit in which Rockefeller Foundation 
shared 25 per cent, of the cost for the 
first three year period. It was the pol¬ 
icy of the foundation to give assistance 
in launching such an enterprise, later 
withdrawing when the benefits were 
proved. Under the same auspices Que¬ 
bec is almost completely covered with 
public health units. Another project 
sponsored by the Rockefeller charities 
was the extending of cultural privil-

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Concentrated War 
On Insect Hordes 

International Program Mapped Out by 
Ottawa and Washington, Against 
‘ — Hoppers 

A couple ot weeks ago entomolo¬ 
gists from the North American grain 
and support is sure from farmers, who 
belt met in Lethbridge to plan an in¬ 
ternational campaign against ’hoppers. 
Ottawa and Washington are combining 
are in prospect of getting better prices 
than for many years. 

A particularly aggressive campaign 
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of the Mexicanus or stubble grasshop¬ 
per occurred in Kansas, but it was not 
until three years later that material 
damage was seen in C&nada in local¬ 
ized areas of Manitoba and Saskatche¬ 
wan. It developed a year later in Al¬ 
berta and reached its peak in 19^)-34. 
Both in its duration and its intensity 
this present outbreak has been the 
worst in the agricultural history of the 
central plains. It compares only with 
records of the plague in the 1870’s 
when early pioneers endured the invas¬ 
ion of the Rocky Mountain locust for 
four successive years. Throughout the 
northern great plains there are few 
barriers to grasshopper migration so 
that the trend of the outbreak is deter- 


is needed as it is prophecied that Sas¬ 
katchewan and parts of Alberta will 
be subjected to serious test. 

First definite evidence of an out¬ 
break' came in 1927, when heavy flights 

mined primarily by weather and geo¬ 
logical conditions. Sun spots are be¬ 
lieved to exert an influence and cycles 
seem to occur about every 11 years.

which requires practically all summerj 
the ravenous appetites of the youm 
’hoppers are insatiable. Rapid flight 
usually follows when the adult stage.is 
reached so that maturing crops in far- 
off sections become the prey of a 
plague that began hundreds of miles 
away. Yet the search for food does 
not always govern migration, for often 
the strength and direction of the wind 
have much to do with their -flight. 
Though grasshoppers prefer the suc¬ 
culent stems of growing plants, they 
will chew off anything from binder 
twine on stooked grain to wild onions, 

A control program worked otit prim¬ 
arily on farm planning which' allows 
a farmer to make best use of his avail¬ 
able resources of power, time and seed 
grain, has j^rovfen very successful in 
former years. Control includes tillage 
of soil, the timely use of guards, trap 
strips, burning young ’hoppers along 
Roadway, early sowing of crops, as 
well as the use of a poison bait on in¬ 
fested fields. Community campaigns 
have b^en organized and during the 
height of such a campaign as much as 
50 tons of wet poison bait hbve been 
mixed and distributed to farmers in a 
single municipality. 

As a result of organized control, a 
conservative estimate shows that f 17,- 
500,000 was saved to western farmers 
in 1934, at a cost of considerably less 
than a million dollars. Yet grasshop¬ 
pers caused a loss of more than 14,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat in the west¬ 
ern provinces, in addition to feed grain 
and garden crops. 

Since the prairie provinces produce 
■ Canada’s marketable wheat surplus 
and since the welfare of the people de¬ 
pends almost entirely on that one 
commodity, no effort will be spared in 
safeguard this year’s crop when the 
market price promises new prosperity 
to the west.
